KUWAIT (R) — Prime Minister Sheikh 
Saad A1 Abdullah A1 Sabah consulted the 
emir on Wednesday on the situation now 
facing Kuwait in the wake of a mass 
resignation by his cabinet, announced on 
Tuesday. 


No details of their talks were 
available, but one of the resigning 
ministers said earlier there 
seemed a possibility that 
parliament could be suspended. 

“All possibilities are open," 
Finance Minister Jassim A1 
Khorafi, a key figure in the crisis, 
told the Arab Times. 

No reasons were given for the 
resignations, tendered by Deputy 
Prime. Minister Sheikh Sabah AJ 
Ahmad A1 Sabah and his 
colleagues to the prime minister, 
who is also crown prince. 

They were announced after the 
50-member assembly, elected in 
March 1985, added a fourth 
minister to three already 
scheduled for cross-examination 
over their competence.

The current assembly has been 
unusually fractious amidst 
persistent speculation that the 
emir. Sheikh Jaber AJ Ahmad AJ 
Sabah, might dissolve it. His 
predecessor suspended 
parliament in 1976 for four years 
partly because of delays in passing 
legisLation. 

Undeir: the constitution, 
diplomats say, the emir could 
reject the resignations, opt for a 


cabinet reshuffle or dissolve the 
assembly and call fresh elections 
within 60 days. 

Cross-examination of the 
ministers of finance, oQ, education 
and communications, is scheduled 
for July 8 and 15 under a special 
assembly forum for scrutiny of 
ministers, which in the past has led 
to motions of no-conndence. 

The question of security is 
linked to interrogation of Oil 
Minister Sheikh Aii AJ Khalifa AJ 
Sabah, accused of foiling to take 
adequate steps to prevent 
explosions last month at a key 
refinery. The crown prince has 
implied they were sabotage. 

Sheikh Ali, who was also 
finance minister from 1983 to 
March last year, offered to resign 
last year after a sustained attack 
over his conduct of oD affairs and 
efforts to resolve a debt crisis 
caused by a crash of local stock 
markets in 1982. 

The collapse left $95 billion of 
post-dated cheques in default, and 
despite government steps to dilute 
the debts, the problem continues 
to cast a pall over the economy. 

The current finance minister's 
problems with die assembly are 
seem by diplomats to also stem the 
state’s handling of the debt crisis.

France foresees

Prosecutor 
demands life

But he asked for an unspecified 
minimum sentence for hijacker 
Ahmad AJ Assadi, who gave 
evidence against his* fellow 
hijackers. 

Abu Abbas, who is alleged to 
have masterminded the two-day 
seizure last October during which 
an American was killed, was tried 
in his absence as were nine others. 

Mr. Carli distributed a written 
list of his recotnmendatioas to . 
journalists before making them to 
the court. 

Mr. Carli called for a life 
sentence for Magied A1 Molqi, 23, 
■who be alleged was the ringleader 
and had killed Klraghoffer.

against other candidates. Mr. 
Obeidat said in his statement. 

“It is really regrettable to see 
this group of supporters acting in 
such a manner, totally 
disregarding any other candidate 
who enjoys a large base of support 
in the constituency for his valuable 
services to his community ” Mr. 
Obeidat said. 

“I won with a great majority in 
my constituency whose people 
have willingly provided all the 
means of transport for all voters, 
and have shown beyond any doubt 
that they genuinely supported me 
in the election, a gesture which I 
will never forget." Mr. Obeidat 
said. 

The authorities in charge -of the 
tty-election were fair in applying 
regulations at the voting centres 
but supporters of the losing 


candidates were of course 
discon tended with the results, 
which were unfavourable to them 
and to their candidate, he said. 

The supporters of the losing 
'candidate have now resorted to 
issuing rumours and distributing 
pamphlets displaying their 
dissatisfaction with the election 
result, he added in his statement.

CAIRO (Agencies) - 
Thirty-seven people were 
reported on Wednesday to have 
been arrested in Egypt on 
sabotage charges and President 
Hosni Mubarak said some were 
members of the outlawed Jihad 
(holy war) group. 

The 37 were held on charges of 
setting fire to two Cairo theatres in 
the past three months and four 
video rental shops last week, the 
weekly Al Mussawar reported. 

A senior interior Ministry 
official confirmed arrests had 
been made but refused to disclose 
how many. “The figure changes 
every now and then,’’ he told 
Reuters. 

Mr. Mubarak, in an interview 
with Al Mussawar separate from 
the magazine’s report, said the 
arrests were made under 
emergency measures in force since 
Jihad gunmen killed President 
Anwar Sadat in 1981. Police can 
hold a suspect for interrogation 


indefinitely under these 
regulations, without a court order 
and without charging him. 

Mr. Mubarak, who said four of 
those arrested were army 
conscripts, had been asked what 
was being done about recent acts 
of arson, including the burning 
down of video rental shops. 

“They are being investigated 
now, and there have been some 
full confessions.... I believe the 
whole matter is confined within 
that extremist organisation calling 
itself Jihad and which has a 
membership of no more than 
several hundred,” he said. 

Interior Ministry officials said 
on Tuesday that four video rental 
Shops and a food store that sells 
liquor and pork products were 
firebombed in separate attacks 
last week in the Cairo districts of 
Shubra and Zamalek.

U.N. rushes food, medicine 
into Beirut refugee camp 


BEIRUT (R) — United Nations tracks carried 
emergency food and medical supplies into a 
Palestinian refugee camp on the edge of Beirut 
Wednesday in a further move towards enforcing a 
Syrian-mediated end to a five-week siege. 


Witnesses said eight trucks 
escorted by four officials of die 
U.N. Relief and Works Agency 
for Palestinian Refugees 
(UNRWA) passed through rival 
positions into Bourj A1 Baxajneh 

camp. 

The vehicles carrying rice, flour 


and medicine were searched by 
Shfhe Am al militiamen still 
manning strongpoints around 
three settlements where some 160 
people have died in die “camps 
war.” 

Syrian officials monitoring the- 
truce, announced on June 14 
between Palestinian defenders 
and ShTite besiegers, watched the 
relief operation from outside the 
camp, witnesses said. 

Security sources told Reuteis 
no major incidents were reported 
at Sabra, Shatila and Bouzj AJ 
Baxajneh camps or on the streets 
of mainly Muslim west Beirut 

Nearly 1,000 troops and police 
patrolled the Western sector in 
armoured vehicles and manned 
checkpoints as a Syrian -sponsored 
paet to curb militia anarchy went 
into a fifth day. 

Beirut’s Ash Sharq daily 
newspaper said firearms would be 
collected from gunmen under the. 
supervisi on of Syrian observers 
and stored at depots outside the 


capital. 

The step would enforce latest 
efforts to dear city streets of 
unauthorised militiamen and end 
feuding among Muslim groups 
there, it said without giving 
further details. 

Dozens of armed groups 
operate in the city, and the 
security drive received a fresh 
boost Tuesday when the militant, 
pro-Iranian Hizboliah (Parly of 
God) pledged support. 

The daDy quoted the head of 
Syrian military intelligence in 
Lebanon, Brig. Ghazi Keoaan, as 
saying in west Beirut that 
Damascus had thrown its full 
weight behind the peace move. 

Brig. Kenaan told Lebanese 
army officers that failure would 
not be permitted, adding that 
Syria was serious about 
implementing the plan, 
Ash-Sharq reported.

Israeli poll shows decline 
in support of government 


TEL AVIV (AP) - A public 
opinion poll published 
Wednesday showed that the 

■ Minis ter fhjn^ Pferes haslost sii 

per cent of public support. 

The survey found that 43 per 
cent of those interviewed 
supported the coalition 
government, compared to 49 per 
cent in a similar poll in March. The 
government is composed of Peres’ 
left-leaning Labour Party and the 
right-wing Likud Bloc.

CAIRO (R) — A top Egyptian 
official was quoted Wednesday as 
ruling out an imminent 
government shakeup to tackle foe 
country’s economic problems.

AH work came to a standstill for 
10 minutes in the southern Greek 
Cypriot part of foe island at 10 
amt.

The stoppage was part of 
planned demonstrations and 
protests throughout Mr. OzaTs 
three-day visit. 

The Turkish Cypriots view Mr. 
OzaTs visit as a demonstration erf 
Ankara’s support for foe 120,000 
Turkish Cypriot minority 
concentrated in the mmi-state 
which has no international 
recognition except from Turkey.

The demonstrator strung giant 
banners reading “Ozal stay out — 
let the refugees return to their 
homes” across the street. 

On Tuesday evening about 
1,5 00 demonstrators, 
repre s entm g foe 180,000 Greek 
Cypriots refugees from the north, 
also demonstrated at the 
checkpoint. 

Christos Artemion, president of 
the Pancyprian Refugees 
Committee, delivered a protest 
letter to an officer of the U.N. 
peace -kee pin g force manning the 
checkpoint. - 

The protest asked U.N. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 


Cuellar to relay to the UN. 
General Assembly and Sec urity 
Council the refugees' “bitterness 
and resentment" over the 
non-implementation of a series of 


U.N. resolutions on Cyprus. 

The protest pointed out the 


resolutions* demand for the 
withdrawal of the estimated 
20,000-25,000 Turkish troops in 
the north and the return of all 
refugees, one third of the 
Greek -Cypriot population to their 
■homes in the Turkish -occupied 
region. 

The refugees' protest says that 
the Ozal visit “is a serious 
provocation not only for the 
refugees and the whole Cypriot 
people, but also for the United 
Nations whose resolutions have 
been trampled continuously by 
Turkey for foe pari 12 yeais 
without any punishment.** 

Meanwhile Cypriot President 
Spyros Kyprianou left Wednesday 
for a three-day visit to Paris for 
talks with President Francois 
Mitterrand and Prime Minister 
Jacques Chirac.

Jordan sends more relief, 
medical supplies to Sudan 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Another consignment of relief 
supplies and a group of doctors and nurses from 
Jordan Wednesday left for Sudan where they will 
resunne relief work and take charge of a hospital 
established by Jordanian medical missions earlier 
this year. 


The mission is supplied with 
pesticides and 30 sprayers with 
which they will carry out a 
campaign to eliminate mosquitoes 
and reduce the spread of malaria. 
The mission is' also carrying 
several tonnes of food, clothing 
and medicines. Aboard foe special 
plane that left for Khanoum were 
four specialists, three general 
practitioners, a laboratory 
technician, six male nurses, a 
pharmacist, a book keeper and 
five technicians -specialised in 
combatting malari a. 

Chief Chamberlain Prince Ra'd 
Ibn Zaid, Health Minister Zaid 
Hamzeh, Under Secretary of foe 
Ministry of Awqaf and Islamic 
Affairs Abdul Salem A1 Abbadi, 
and Dr. Anwar Bilbeisi, secretary 


general of the Higher Jordanian 
Medical Council, were among the 
Jordanian officials who saw off the 
mission. 

In a statement to foe Jordanian 
News Agency, Petra, Dr. Hamzeh 
reaffirmed Jordan's 
determination to extend basic 
assistance to the vic tims of 
drought and famine in Sudan. He 
also paid tribute to the World - 
Health Organisation (WHO) for 
its decision to continue helping 
SnHnn and other African states 
which have suffered from the 
effects of drought and famine. 

Jordan was among the first 
countries which sent assistance to 
Sudan and it has established a 
hospital, now operating at the city _ 
of Kass, to offer services to the' 


local population. Dr. Hamzeh 
added. 

Water project 

Dr. Abbadi, who is rapporteur 
of the national committee for 
supporting the people of Sudan, 
said that his committee is carrying 
out a water project at Kass in the 
course of implementing an 
integrated programme for 
reconstructing the Sudanese citv. 

Over the past 10 months, 
Jordan has sent several 
consignments of relief supplies, 
doctors and medical teams to offer 
help to the victims of drought and 
famine in Sudan. The assistance 
programme was launched soon 
after a visit by His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan to the 
stricken country and upon 
directives from His Majesty King 
Hussein. 

The national committee for 
supporting the people of Sudan 
also launched a nationwide 
campaign to raise in-kind and 
financial contributions for the 
Sudanese people. 


Supply official rules out financial 
aid to ailing egg marketing society

AMMAN — Ministry of Supply 
Under Secretary Abdullah A1 
Hawamdeh Wednesday brushed 
aside suggestions that the 
government should pay JD 2 
million to help the Jordanian 
Society for Producing and 
Marketing Eggs (JSPME) 
overcome its losses, estimated at 
JD 1,600,000 up to June 1986. 

Handling an annual production 
of 550 mil Ho n eggs, the society is 
currently facing a severe financial 
and marketing crisis. The local 
market has a glut of table eggs and 
other market outlets are 
impossible to find due to fierce 
competition and high production 
costs for Jordanian eggs in 
comparison with other egg 
exporters. 

Amid these marketing 
problems, last month the society 
was forced to reduce foe price of 
one carton of grade one eggs from 
JD 1 to 850 fils. JSPME officials 
hoped that this price reduction 
will increase demand and solve the 
problem of an accumulated 
surplus of 25 million eggs, which 
are likely to go bad if per capita 
egg consumption does not rise 
dramatically. 

New board 

Complaints made by egg 
fanners regarding the society’s 
mismanagement led to the 
election of a new board of 
directors last Monday. The board 
is chaired by Suleiman Artimeh, 
who resigned from the same post 
four months ago. Monday's 
election “could be a new driving 
force to help the society improve 
its situation since the former 
board was careless.” said one of 
the society’s members. 

The society, which was 
established in 1980 to govern and 
implement all marketing policies 
related to the egg production 
sector is responsible for 136 egg 
farmers. It also sells foe eggs it 
receives from producers through 
authorised brokers. In 1976, 
Jordan's total annual production 
of eggs, was estimated at only 

17,00a 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times, director of the society Mr. 
Ghaleb Jama'ani said: that since 
new export outlets cannot be 
found at present, a temporary 
solution could be found to try and 
increase foe local consumption of 
eggs, which is estimated at 550 
million per annum. 

Jordan’s egg consumption is 
comparatively low with an 
average consumption of 136 eggs 
per annum per person. 

Society omdals suggest that if 
each individual consumes three 
eggs per day, the society's 
accumulated surplus could be 
solved and foe whole industry 
could be saved. 

Officials fear that If 


consumption maintains the 
current level, eggs wiU rot since 
there are no refrigerated storage 
facilities for eggs. 

Cholesterol 

A general medical doctor and a 
dietician suggested that people 
should not eat three eggs a day due 
to the high amount of cholesterol 
in egg yolk. “Each individual 
needs 250 grammes of cholesterol 
a day and one egg yolk contains 
this amount Any more than this 
could endanger people's general 
health, especially patients 
suffering heart disease,” said Suha 
Khalaf, a dietician. “The ideal 
amount for any individual, 
regardless of his age, is two eggs a 
week.” said Ms. Khalaf. 

Apart from eggs, milk products 
and meat, are also very rich in 
cholesterol. Dr. H annah Halabi, a 
general practitioner, 
recommended that people 
between 40 and 45 years of age 
should be extremely careful and 
- watch their cholesterol intake. 

Iraq reduces im ports 

JSPME’s recent surplus crisis 
was triggered by Iraq reducing its 
egg imports. “The Iraqis asked for 
150 million eggs and then they 
reduced the amount to 70 
milfion.” said one of the society’s 
officials. 

Until 1983, JSPME had not 
faced any marketing problems and 
was making profits, two factors 
which prompted the egg 
production industry to expand 
both vertically and horizontally. 

In 1985, the society recorded a 
loss of JD 1 ,650,000 and until 
mid- 1986, they docked another 
loss of JD 900,000. Society 
officials predict JSPME’s total 
losses at the end of 1986 to 
amount to JD 2,550,000. 

Some farmers tried to sidestep 
foe society’s authority and they 
started marketing their egg 
production under forged JSPME’s 
stamps. Violators were not 
stopped since foe society could not 
take any concrete steps to curtail 
such actions. 

The reduction in egg prices will 
solve the problem for the time 
being but at foe expense of the egg 
farmers and Mr. Jama’ani says: 
“Farmers are partly to blame for 
the egg surplus since they did not 
adhere to the production ceilings 
set by the society.”

general assembly, egg fanners 
gave different solutions to solre 
foe crisis. 

Abdul Hameed A1 Khatib, an 
egg fanner who owns 40 thousand 
hens, believes that flnating egg 
prices and dissolving the society 
would solve the crisis. “The 
society is money-oriented and not 
bus in ess- minded,” commented 
Mr. Khatib. 

Government help 

Mr. Thaher agrees with other 
egg farmers that foe government 
should shoulder some of the 
society’s financial burdens. “The 
government could help us through 
granting us short term loans which 
we could use to repay the society, 
eventually leading to an 
improvement in JSPME’s 
financial situation, said 
Mohammad Fallafa Atallah, a 
member of the society. 

Mr. Jama’ani proposed two 
solutions to save the society from . 
collapse. "In the short-term we 
need government intervention 
and support while the long-term 
solution to the dilemma oould be 
achieved by reducing the number 
of poultry, controlling the imports 
of hatching chicks, stopping the 
issue of any new licences for egg 
farms and banning vertical 
expansion in fob industry,” said 
Mr. Jama’ani. 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times on Wednesday, Mr. 
Artimeh cautioned that if the 
sector's problem remain unsolved, 
the whole industry might fail 
which would mean Jordan would 
need to import an average of 1 
million eggs per day, which in turn 
would increase Jordan's import 
biU. 

Practical steps could be taken to 
curb tiie surplus, Mr. Artimeh 
says, but only if tiie government 
and all other parties are willing to - 
cooperate. Hie believes that the . 
‘government is the i m mh ff one . 
party to improve tiie situation m 
tins sector since he said it was ’ 
responsible for granting 
for egg farmers although it knew 
“very well” that this industry hre 
reached a state of self-sufficiency. 

Mr. Hawamdeh emphasised 
that the government will help 
JSPME through offering 
refrigerated stores and possibly 
reducing the price of mam- for 
chicken feed. "But certainly we 
shall not support the society by 
paying their losses,” Mr..' 
Hawamdeh concluded.

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Eyes on Kuwait 


THE escalating crisis in Kuwait between the government and the 
National Assembly m»r|k g a regrettable development and a see min g 
setback for democracy in the region. 

According to press r e por ts, the resignatio n of the Kuwaiti cabinet 
on Tuesday was in protest over die performance of die assembly in 
gmpm l l «nri Hu» p mp nsed tjngstjonrog of four ministers in co nnwtHM 
with tbe perfo r mance of their ministerial positions. Oil Minister 
.<gw»8th AH KhaHftih AI Sabah was singled oat for alleged security 
shortcomin gs at Kuwait’s Al Ahmadi ofl complex, scene of a recent 
sabotage operation aimed at Kuwait’s oil production firifittes. Other 
ministers involved in the parliamentary questioning include the 
ministers of finance, and cmnnumkadons. 

Golf observers were not taken by surprise by these developments. 
They point oat that the two sides have successfully averted a dash 
dnm the election of the cu rre n t assembly which contains among its 
ranks religions fundamentalists, pan- Arabists, bedouins and 
government loyalists. They contend, however, that local and regional 
developments such as t e rroris t acts and die Gulf war have made things 
worse. Pe ssimistic observers expect a repetition of the 1976 crisis 
between tbe g o ve rnm ent and the assembly when tbe l a t te r was 
dissolved and several articles of the constitution were suspended. 

Tbe developments which lead to the two crises are strikingly 
similar. In both cases, tbe assembly was criticised for being too 
antagonistic towards the government. Many argent government 
resolutions were gn tfgmarirnlty blocked by deputies using antic 
parliamentary tactics reportedly for seif-serving reasons. Ministers 
regularly complained of tbe assembly's efforts to “meddle” in 
government affairs by empowered committees probing alleged 
irregularities and unconstitutional practices. In addition, tbe 
aggressive foreign policy espoused by the current assembly has been 
embarrassing to a government wfaich has made of positive neutrality 
the cornerstone of its policy in the Arab World and internationally. 

On the le g islative side, many deputies accuse the government of 
half-hearted support for parfiammtary democracy and consistently 
mmplain of its reluctance to cooperate with their requests and 
suggestions. They often reject the government's resort to “executive 
privi l ege ” and accuse it of shelving key coutroverrial social and 
economic issues. Much of the debate in tbe current session has centred 
on the repercussions of Al Manakh stock market collapse in 1982 as 
well as the Central Bank's role in that crisis. This time, the 
government appears determhied to avert a repetition of the forced 
redgoation of tbe former justice minister in relation to the Al Manakh 
crisis. 

Observers also point a finger at tbe Kuwaiti press for its __ 
“dramatisation” of assembly meetings and for tbe wide publicity it 
gives to the deputies’ activities and statements. It is feared that any 
dramatic measures a^inst the assembly wfll be accompanied by a 
tighten hig of tbe screws against Kuwait’s free and lively press. It 
remains to be seen whether these fears are founded or not, bat it is 
hoped that the wise moderation and pragmatism which has 
characterised Kuwaitis in the past wfll prevail again in times when 
democracy has become a feature of modern life. 

Arabs who have known Kuwait over the years have come to admire 
the generally liberal atmosphere prevailing in that cotmtry. Many 
■ believe that it is the result of the cotmtry’s adherence to democratic 
principles and the presence of a outspoken press. Despite its 
shortcomings the M^jBs has allowed Kuwaiti citizens and officials to 
interact in mi atmosphere of freedom and responability. Both sides 
have grown in political maturity and are surety capable of buOdhig 
new bridges of communication to gap their latest deferences. It is our 
hope therefore that all parties in Kuwait take time to pause, reflect 
and start anew.

Al Ra’i: King endorses economic policy 


KING Hussein chaired a meeting at the Prime Ministry Tuesday for reviewing 
the coun tty’s financial and eooooinic situation. He voiced his satisfaction with 
the government's measures taken to revive the economy. The King also 
expressed appreciation to tbe gove rnm ent for taking effective steps to 
maintain a solid oational economy. Over the past decades, Jordan has 
succeeded in handling economic difficulties that had been emerging as a result 
of developments cm die Arab and international scenes, despite its meagre and 
limited resources. The leaders of the country have not enabled these advene 
chcumstances to cause any negative results on the Jordanian people and their 
ecooomy or the country’s much towards development and progress.

SAN FRANCISCO - As

today becomes a non-friend 
.t om orr ow , or even an enemy. 

Marcos, and it appears, Numeiri 
have fast become non-friends. 
Who knows bat that both could; 
some day turn into an enemy ’ 
whom their host governments 
would quickly sacrifice in foes 
interests of foe state. 

If friend is a very rdaiive tenn 
in politics, then so is its opposite, 
enemy. An enemy can just as 
easfly tom into a non-enemy as a 
friend can tom into a non-friend. 
And, in recent international 
politics, we have seen some 
significant instances of enemies 
turning into non-enemies and 
then mtn friends — foe United 
States and Communist for 

example. And, of course friends 
turning into bitter enemies and 
then non-friends as in the case of 
China and foe Soviet Union.

U.S. foreign policy — building bunkers instead of bridges 


IN a speech delivered on May 21 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shult 2 asserted that the United 
States has a “gpod and productive, 
strong foreign policy” and 
appealed for the restoration of 
congressional budget cuts in State 
Department p ro gr a mmes It may 
be significant that Mr. Shultz 
chose to use die term “foreign 
policy,” a phrase broadly 
encompassing all the attitudes, 
positions and policies maintained 
fay the United States towards 
o foer nations and peoples and. 
which includes economic,' 
political, militar y and diplomatic 
components. In assessing the 
performance of the State 
Department under Mr. Shultz, 
however, it is foe last of these, the 
diplomatic component, which is 
rightly paramount. After all foe 
secretary of state is America's top 
diplomat: he should be evaluated 
in light of his ability to achieve the 
goals of the Reagan 
administration by diplomatic 
means. 

Mr. Shultz may believe 
sincerely that he and his 
government are pursuing 
productive policies in foe field of 
diplomacy, but his beliefs are not 
at issue here. If we define- 
diplomacy as the peaceful 
resolution of disputes among 
nations through compromise on 
the basis of mutual respect and 
interest, there is very little success 
to be credited to the State 
Department under foe watch of 
Ronald Reagan and George 
Shultz. In fact, foe Reagan years 
have witnessed a marginalisation 
of diplomacy in die conduct of 
Uf>. foreign policy, accompanied 
tty foe increasing irrelevance of 
diplomats in foe maintenance of 
good relations between America 
and foe nations of the world. 


On foe issue of arms control 
with the Soviet Union, five and 
one-half years have been wasted, 
with name-calling and mutual 
recriminations doing little to 
obscure the fact that foe U.S. has 
been unwilling to make the 
smallest concession in order to 
build the confidence that just 
might lead to a breakthrough in 
negotiations to limit nuclear and 
conventional forces. Even within 
NATO, a unilateral strike against 
Libya was used to forge a 
consensus on fi ghting “terrorism” 
that the nations of Western 
Europe had opposed before foe 
fear of spiraling violence created 
by the American bombing raid 
induced their cooperation. And it 
is not yet clear how much 
arm-twisting was required by 
Washington to win NATO 
approval for resuming the 
manufacture of chemical 


weapons. 

An interesting measure of _ the 
lack of meaningful American 
diplomatic activity in foe world 
arena is the n umb er of diplomatic 
initiatives launched by other 
nations, whose leaders clearly 
perceive the various threats to 
regional and world peace due to 
President Reagan’s increasing 
militarisation of U.S. foreign 
policy. Hence the efforts of the 
Contadora Group in Central 
America to achieve a modus 
vivendi with foe Nicaraguan 
regime that would provide 
security for all foe states of the 
region. Curiously, Secretary of 
State Shultz pointed in his speech 
to U.S. involvement in the 
Contadora process as evidence 
that foe Reagan administration 
was trying tty diplomatic means 
“to create a treaty that if the 
Nicaraguans were to sign it, would 
force them to change.” Mr. Shultz

While this approach 
mjght have been perceived as 
merely a stratagem, permitting the 
adminis tration to fall back to more 
reasonable stand if fallen readied 
deadlock, there has consistently 
been no compromise. And. 
invariably, when unable to reach' 
agreement by diplomatic means, 
foe Reagan and Shultz team has 
been quick to employ blunter 
instruments such as foe threat and- 
finally foe actual use of military 
force, dose observers of this 
process may be forgiven for their 
— pression that foe United States 
der Ronald Reagan, eschewing 
diplomatic compromise as a sign 
of weakness, actually prefers to 
impose its will on its adversaries 
through unilateral acts, mchiriing 
the use of military force, when the 
desired concessions are not 
forthcoming at the negotiating 
table. 

Thus in Central America 
Reagan had scarcely assumed 
office before his administration 
launched a “covert” war against 
foe Sandinista government of 
Nicaragua. In the Middle East, the 
United States provided 
murderously co mplicitous support 
for Israel's invasion of Lebanon 
and irretrievably botched its one 
attempt to negotiate an end to the 
Israeli occupation. Soured by that 
experience, the Reagan 
administration appears to have 
abdicated all responsibility for 
solving the 
Arab-Palestmiao-Isxaeli conflict, 
and has latterly concerned itself 
only with proving its Tou ghness in 
the face of alleged 
Arab-sponsored “ internat ional 
tenoris m ." 


revealed by this statement both a 
willingness to claim credit for 
someone else's initiative and a 
fundamental misunderstanding of 


the purpose of foe Contadora 
talks, which were launched as 
much from fear of U.S. military 
intervention in Central America 
as from concern over Nicaraguan 
expansionism, and which do not 
seek to force internal chang e on 
the Sandmistas. 

Until recently in foe Middle 
East foe dplomatic vacuum was 
filled by the Jordan-PLO accord 
of February 1 1 , 1985. After a year 
of superhuman efforts by Jordan, 
Jordan ian-PLO coordination 
ended in deadlock, largely due to 
American indifference. There are- 
hopes, however, that a new 
Arab-Israeli peace initiative may 
be under way, if only because the, 
area cannot afford foe stalemate 
and because moderate forces in 
the Middle East will not give up 
hope in attaining a just and 
honourable settlement for the 
Palestinian problem. 

In foe field of East-West 
relations, Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev has sought to convey 
his seriousness about arms control 
both by unveiling a plan to 
eliminate all midear weapons by 
the year 2000 and by dedaring a: 
unilateral moratorium on nuclear 
testing. The Reagan: 
administration's response to Mr. 
Gorbachev’s “peace offensive" 
has been threefold: to press ahead* 
with testing and development of a 
new generation of ballistic 1 
missiles; to launch the potentially 
destabilising and apparently 
non-negotiaWe Strategic Defence 
-Initiative, or “Star Wars"; and to 
indicate that tbe United States wifi 
no longer abide by the limits of the 
SALT n arms limitations treaty. 

Not only has foe United States 
failed to produce any positive

initiative for a peaceful 
compromire'solULjuu to a suious- 
regjonal or international conflict 
during the Reagan-Shultz years, it 
has recently taken negative action 
to hmfW ongoing multilateral 
diplomacy. One example of fok is 
the rather childish U.S. 
withholding of badly-needed 
funds from foe United Nations. 
Another is the American veto of a 
compromise accord that all its 
European allies were ready to 
accept at the recent 35-nation 
Berne Conference on imp rov in g 
East- West personal contacts and 
human rights. The U.S. action 
effectively wrecked the six-week 
conference and was described as 
“incomprehensible” by foe lead 
Austrian negotiator. 

It is bard to know what to make 
of foe curious brand of go-it-alone 
foreign policy practised by 
Washington under Reagan and 
Shultz. At once confrontational 
and indifferent, it is an odd mix of 
isolationism and interventionism 
which boils down to an attitude on 
the part of American 
policymakers . that . can only .be 
described as “we want what we 
want and foe rest of the world be 
damned.” 


The Reagan legacy 


One of the safeguards built to 
the U.S. Constitution is foe, 
limitation of a president to two* 
terms in office. Many observers 
both inside and outside the United 
States who have been alarmed at 
the course of the Reagan 
administration’s foreign policy 
have no doubt taken some 
comfort in the knowledge that Mr. 
Reagan will be required to step 
down in January 1989. 
Unfortunately, there are good 
reasons to believe that tbe Reagan 
legacy in the field of diplomat 
wSl long outlive the man nimselL 
One is the sheer budgetary and 
bureaucratic momentum of foe 
vastly-increased 
military-industrial complex 
Reagan will leave behind. It is 
folly to believe that the perceived 
needs of this budgetary “black 
hole” wifi not exerta heavy puQ on 
tbe direction of U.S. diplomatic 
activity during foe remainder of 
this century. Rather than the 
tailoring of defence capabilities to 
real threats, we are Hkely to see 
the definition of threats in light of 
military procurement goals. As 
the defence budget increases, an 
ever-larger share of foe U.S. 
economy will come to depend on 
the maintenance of a state of 
tension and confrontation in foe 
international arena. 

Another reason to fear that foe 
Reagan administration’s 
abdicution of diplomacy wifi long, 
endure is die walls going up 
around American embassies and 
diplomatic installations* 
throughout die workl. The 5 
billion request in foe State 
^Department budget for 
improvements to embassy security 
constitutes a firm decimation of 
intent to stick to uncompromising 
policies, no matter how unpopular 
they may be elsewhere. Diplomats 
hunkered down in bunker-hke 
fortresses can hardly be expected 
todofoejcfoofkeepmgafmgeran 
the poise of die nations in which 
they serve. And foe fortifications 
themselves are an affront to die 
peoples and governments of the 
world, a symbol not of friendship 
but of “an enemy in our midst.” 
The job cf future diplomats will 
be further complicated because 
current Reagan administra tion 
policies are embroiling the United 
States in several no-win situations. 
The continued support of 
unpopular in sur ge n ci e s such as 
the contras in Central America 
and foe forces of Jonas Savhnbi in 
southern Africa only serves to 
confirm theories of 
neo-imperklism and alienates 
much <rf foe Third Worid from the 
United States. And yet if foe next 
administration derided to cot its. 
losses and abandon these rebel 



forces to their own means it would 
open itself to charges that*- 
America could not be counted on 
as a credible ally. Either way, foe 
-trust and credibility essential to 
the successful conduct of. 
diplomacy will_be forfeited, and 
the U5. wifi find it mcreasiogty 
difficult to posture as an “honest 
broker” m order to protect its 
multivariate interests. 

Finally, die long-term effect of 
the Reagan approach to foreign 
policy on American public 
opinion must be considered. It is 
often forgotten that U.S. 
willingness to venture outside of 
die western hemisphere in pursuit 
of its interests in a consistent 
manner is only a little over 40 
'years old. Americans in general 
are shockingly ignorant of the 
world outside their borders and 
thus easily influenced by foe 
presidential interpretation of that 
world and foe problems it presents 
for foe United States. Abo, and. 
p ar ticu l arl y since the end of foe 
.warm Vietnam, they are easily fed* 
up with difficulties in far-way i 
lands and un willing (O co dui e' 
muc h sacrifice for what they see as 
“someone rise's problem." To put 
it simply, the isolationist tendency 
is far from dead in America. 

The Reagan admmistration’s- 
hnge investment in die mifitaiy at 
the expense of social programm es, 
is already generating popular 
resentment, as is growing criticism 
of foe UJS. abroad. Continued 
American invofvement in regional’ 
and in ternational «nfHctg for 
which foe Reagan administration' 
can prescribe nothing *bat a 
“stick-to-our-guns” policy is 


bound to increase foe American 
‘public's frustration with all things* 
foreign. The par a do x ical result of 
President Reagan's efforts to 
engage his nation in a world-wide 
on behalf of “American 
has been to in t e n si fy what 


has been called “one of the 
dangerous cultural moods of our 
time — the feeling that the worid 
has become too crazy to deserve 
serious reflection.” While 
Americans may be wiffing to wage 
such a struggle if it promised some 
measure of success at a reasonable 
cost, the Reagan policy of 
[intransigent posturing backed tty 
military threats meets neither of 
these conditions. The consequent 
reduction in popular and 
therefore congressional support 
for U5. commitments abroad can 
only hamper future 
efforts, as a waxy and 
Ame rican public shims foreign 
entanglements. This backlash will 
particuhzty harm the US. ability 
.to formulate and implement 
consistent long-term policy, 
further contributing to foe already 
loo weU-estabKshed habit of mere 
“crisis management” within the 
American . foreign policy 
apparatus. 

There is, however, a sfiver lining 
dn the dark clond of the 
Reagan-Shultz abandonment of 
diplomacy in favour of 
c onfr on t ation in foe conduct of 
US. foreign affairs. This hope is 
expressed by foe various noa-US.

As the iriiahffity 
of Washington as an honest, 
broker dedmes we may witness a 
new growth in bilateral, tad 
regional multilateral diplomacy.

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Desperate Ndebele seek better life 
in South Africa’s newest ‘homeland’

WASHINGTON - For the past 
few years, Mtari Mtsweni has 
lived in a plastered mud brick 
housewithout plumbing, water, or 
electricity,' in Tweefontein E, a 
settlement in the KwaNdebele 
“homeland” of Sooth Africa/ 

Mrs. Mtsweni; a widowed 
grandmother, has oo choice. She is 
one of the Ndebele people, whose 
ancestors migrated into what is 
now South Africa about A JD. 300 
and established themselves near 
modem Johannesburg about 
1500. 

Mrs. Mtsweni Jived on 
white-owned forms for 50 years. 
When her husband drat the 
landowner told her to go to her 
homeland. South African 
authorities denied her request to 
go and live with a son in Witbank. 

Tweefontein E is a new 
community of hundreds of 
families in KwaNdebele, 
occupymg some 254,000 acres — 
its boundaries are not yet final — 
of semidesert northeast, of 
Pretoria in the Transvaal, South 
Africa’s northernmost province. 
Most of the relocated families 
have made crude houses of 
packing crates and corrugated 
sheet metaL 

Nominal independence 

KwaNdebele is one of South 
Africa’s 10 tribal homelands with 
nominal independence and 
self-government as pan of the 
government’s “grand apartheid” 
scheme to isolate blacks in 
'“independenf* states. 


Four of the homelands have 
been granted “independence," 
but they are recognised only by 
South Africa. KwaNdebele has 
accepted independence only in 
principle, but its leaders plan to 
accept South Africa’s offer of 
independence this- year. 

Mtazi Mtsweni is one of at least 
300,000 and perhaps 500,000, 
residents of KwaNdebele, a 
makeshift territory organised in 
the late 1970s, put together 
' mostly from parts of other 
homelands and land appropriated 
from white formers. 

About 20 per cent of the 
Ndebele now dwell in their new 
“homeland,” the rest absorbed by 
the Sotho people to the north, or 
scattered countryside! About half 
the population is Ndebele; the rest 
are from die Northern Sotho, 
Swazi, and other tribes. 

Mrs. Mtsweni and her fellow 
Ndebele are watching their 
traditions disappear. She cannot 
afford the brutiantly coloured, 
abstract wall painting that 
distinguishes Ndebele 
architecture. Her house has a 
metal roof, and her government 
pension is too small to permit her 
to buy the traditional thatch. 

On a more personal level, Mrs. 
Mtsweni and many other 
Ndeebele married women no 
longer wear the customary 
!inrfyiia 1 or stacked brass and 
copper rings, on their ankles, 
arms, and neck. 

“My son’s grandchildren wifi 
not know how their elders lived,” 
said foe husband of Nomapitoli 
Thubana when her rings were 
removed to make her job in the 


city easier. 

Basing to Pretoria 

The Thubanas are commuters. 
Each day, blue buses roll out of 
KwaNdebele, carrying 17,000 
people — about 16 per cent of hs 
work force — to work in Pretoria 
and surrounding communities. 

So nu who live in the for reaches 
of KwaNdebele must line up in the 

dark at 2 aun. to get a seat on a 
bus. They may spend eight or 
more hours coming and going, 
leaving little time for dinner, 
family, and sleep. 

Others see their famili es even 
less, David Jeffery reports in the 
February National Geographic: 
12 per cent come home once a 
week, 16 per cent every two or 
three weeks, 43 per cent once a 
month, and 12 per cent even less 
often. 

Eli Masilela has a different kind 
of problem. He's a farmer and an 
influential Ndebele induna, or 
headman, who has lived and 
worked on the same white form 
for 40 years, exchanging family 
labour for grazing rights and 
cropland.

KwaNdebele. He and his wife, 
Lacy, have been left with only the 
home form of some 2.000 acres; a 
riant South African corporation 
has offered them millio ns of rand

“We just can’t accept it, 
because in our graveyards we’ve 
got three generations of 
Erasmuses and Ndebele buried 
there,” Mrs. Erasmus told Jeffery. 

Industry keeps coming 

Such occasional resistance, 
however, isn’t hampering 
commercial development in parts 
of KwaNdebele. Three kilometres 
down foe road from Hkangala, a 
new township with huge 
anticipated growth, the factories 
of E k an dustria rise on an empty 
landscape.

Swedes lose sense of security after Palme murder and Chernobyl

STOCKHOLM — Two 
unconnected events —foe murder 
of Prime Minister Okrf Palme in 
Stockholm and foe Chernobyl 
nuclear accident in the Soviet 
Union . — have shaken Sweden's 
traditional sense of security and 
shattered the cosy myth of a land 
safe from foe big bad world. 

Palme’s murder by an unknown 
gunman in central Stockholm on 
February 28^and the fact his killer 
is still on the loose in spite of the 
largest manhunt in Swedish 
history, .dealt & Mow. to thfe‘ 


living m a haven beyond foe reach 
of foe political violence scourging 
most of the West. 

A few weeks later, on April 26, 
came the accident at the 
Chernobyl nuclear reactor. Parts 
of Sweden apparently received 
higher radiation doses than the 
Soviet city of Kiev 150 km south 
'of the stricken nuclear plant. 

Four months after Palme was 
killed foe murder is still unsolved. 
The police admitthe case is back 
at square one — without a suspect, 
a motive or a murder weapon. 

“Swedes find themselves in a 


new and unexpected situation. 
People feel worried and insecure. 
The authorities appear powerless 
and confused,” Sweden's largest 
daily, the independent Dagens 
Nyheter, wrote in an inquiry on 
the issue. 

“Promises about a safe and 
secure Sweden are no longer being 
made by our politicians. That is 
because they can no longer be 
made. The image of an idyllic 
Sweden is shattered. We are 
becoming conscious of threat,’’ it 
said, adding: “It is a long time 
since Sweden has been so dose to ■ 
national crisis." 

One of Sweden's best known 
i^Ibrmfa/^tnbassador S verker ■ 
Astroem, said Swedes had been 
hit by four “mysterious, creepy 
and invisible’ afflictions which 
reminded him of the four 
horsemen of foe apocalypse in the 
Bible’s Book of Revelations. 

“These are te rror i s m. AIDS 
(Acquired Immune D efficiency 
Syndrome), radiation and 
(foreign) submarines,” Astroem, 
who is advising the police on foe 
Palme murder hunt, told the 
paper. 

Palme’s successor, Ingvar 
Carisson, has swiftly become 
Sweden’s most popular leader 


ever, according to opinion polk, 
precisely because he is a symbol of 
security and stability. 

Carisson is almost foe exact 
opposite of Palme — calm and 
un controversial where Palme was 
fiery and provocative. 

‘‘Carisson is a real Swede, 
Palme was far too exotic to fit into 
that category,” a veteran Social 
Democrat said, quoting a 
definition by foe 1930s writer 
Ludvig Nordstrom: “Swedes like 
porridge, substantial steaks and 
slow-talking politicians.” 

After his first 100 days in office, 
Carisson appeared on a television 
programme. in which 
'Stockholmers were-' interviewed 
' about how the Palme-murdeTand 
Chernobyl had affected life. 

“One is frightened about the 
future. Society has changed even if 
you cannot notice it outwardly. 
There is a feeling of impotence, a 
feeling that the wolves are 
drawing closer, so to speak,” said 
Ann-Charlotte Hellberg, a 
training officer. 

Carisson agreed: “Yes, Ido feel 
there is an atmosphere of 
impotence,” he said, adding that 
be himself was worried, but not 
insecure.

Is it blue when foreign fighter 
planes seriously violate our 
airspace?

There can be little doubt that 
the murder had a traumatic 
effect. Children attending nursery 
schools spoke on television about 
recurring nightmares in which 
they saw Palme’s skeleton or the 
murderer with hands dripping 
with Palme's blood. 

The murder also released a 
highly unusual public outpouring 
of emotion in a country known for 
its self-restraint. 

Hampus Lyttkens, a professor 
of religious history, said the grief 
in modern-day, deeply secular 
Sweden had profoundly religious 
aspects with people identifying 

Palme as a martyr, a sacrificial 
lamb whose blood was shed to 
purify the world. 

In the three weeks after 
Chernobyl, the number of those 
on sick leave fro m work in Sweden 
went up by 30,000. None was 
affected by radiation, but defence 
ministry experts said the increase 
was probably due to stress as a 
result of the accident. 

Prune Minister Carisson said he 
could understand such feelings, 
calling the figure “to a certain 
extent natural.'' 



Women set to take jobs of foreign workers in Saudi Arabia

BAHRAIN — Saudi Arabia is 
paving foe way for its women to 
step into foe jobs of thousands of 
foreign workers set to leave the 
kingdom in foe next five yean. 

Their role in the conservative 
Muslim society has become a 
talking point with calls for wo me a 
to take more part in the nation’s - 
development and replace 
foreigners hired during the ofl 
boom. 

Officials say 70,000 jobs — of 
Much 50,000 are now held by 
expatriates from countries like 
Egypt and Jordan —will become 
available for Saucfi women over 


rami. 

Saudi women were first allowed 
government jobs in 1980. 

Women workers in the public 
and private sectors now total 
163,800, of a total estimated 
workforce of three million. 

Women are mainly employed as 
teachers. But there are female 
doctors and banks for women run 
by women. Now there is talk of 
setting up factories along similar 
lines. 

“Religion should be no obstacle 
towards setting up such factories 
— perhaps to make shoes or 
clothes — for women in remote 
areas,” Hikmat A1 Orabi, head of 
the women’s section at the 


planning ministry, told the daily 
A1 Riyadh. 

The prospect of more women 
entering foe labour force has 
sparked keen debate in local 
newspapers and fuelled demands 
that they be given more rights. 

In an article published in A 1 
Riyadh, Mohammed A1 Asimi 
said: “Woman has progressed. 
She no longer makes cooking and 
cleaning her Hfe. There is nothing 
to stop us from giving her what she 
wants.” 

AH Abdulaziz Abdul Qader, in 
another article in A1 Youm, urged 
the government to issue women 
with identity cards. “If an 
indentity card is necessary for^a 


man. ..giving it to a woman is more 
important," he said. 

Saudi women are usually 
included by name only in a family 
card carried by the head of the 
family. 

In a commentary in A1 Riyadh, 
Luhva Bakshan echoed the view 
of many Saudis when she 
cautioned against what she said 
were the perils of an increase in 
the female workforce. 

“Many women make a mistake 
when they think that by working 
they do not have to listen to their 
elders or their husbands.” 

This type causes the destruction 
of families and the society,” she 
wrote.

AMMAN is full of vacant flats and houses. A recent 
“conservative” estimate put the number at 5,000 flats, not 
including houses, vflfas and semi-detached villas. 

Owners and landlords insist on asking for high prices. They 
refuse to succumb to the “supply and demand" mechanism of 
economics. Their bouses and flats are vacant for most of foe year as 
many only manage to let them during the summer months.

NEW YORK —As far as birthday 
parties go, this one has almost

Olympic team, 5,000 
homing pigeons, an 850-member 
drill team, a 250-voice gospel 
choir, and 800- voice regular 
choir, 500 square and tap dancers, 
22 tall ships, 35 warships, 400 
other vessels and perhaps 10 
million guests. 

The Statue of Liberty, a gift 
from France -and symbol of 
A merica at home and abroad, is 
being given a 100th birthday party 
on July 3-6 that promises to be a 
72-hour orgy of patriotism and 
commercialism. 

New York police, used to big 
events but never anything like 
this, have designed a

Police have assembled 22,000 
police officers, 51 miles of crowd 
control tape and sisal cord, 5,778 


wooden barriers, 3,006 portable 
radios, 11 bomb-handling 
vehicles, 10 bomb-sniffing dogs, 
31 boats and S 1 3 million worth of 
spy-in-the-sky surveillance 
equipment. 

Federal and state authorities 
say they have stepped up

In the last two and a half years, 
millions of Americans have 
contributed more than $250 
mflfion to “save the lady," a cause 
aimed at rebuilding the 
deteriorated statue. Some critics 
have accused foe cause of having 


become crassly commercialised. 

But organism defend their 
approach, saying corporate 
sponsorships totalling $66.2 
mflfion were necessary to finance 
mailings that brought another 
$1403 million in contributions 
from ordinary people. 

Funds to erect the 150-foot 
(50-metre) stature, at a cost of 
$670,000, were raised over a 
period of years by ordinary people 
in France and the United States. 
The French paid for the statue, the 
Americans for the pedestal. 

“If this was a federally paid for 
project, it would have taken 14 
years to restore the statue. We 
have done it in two and a half 
years,” said a spokesman for the 
Statue of Liberfy-EUis Island 
Foundation. 

The statue, whose pedestal 
carries the poem, “give me your 
tired, your poor ... foe wretched 
refuse of your teeming shore,” has 
such official sponsors as Coca 
Cola, Eastman Kodak and 
Chrysler, whose chairman Lee 
Iacocca organised foe “save foe 
lady*' campaign and later ran afoul 
of the Reagan administration. 

Iacocca was sacked by Interior 
Secretary Donald Hodel from his 
committee to advise on the future 
development of the statue’s 


Liberty Island home and 
neighbouring Ellis Island, where 
17 million immigrants first set foot 
on American soil. 

But Iacocca remains head of the 
private Liberty IsIand-EUis Island 
Foundation and will introduce 
President Reagan at ceremonies 
on Thursday to light the statue's 
torch and formally rededicate 
Lady Liberty. Iacocca will be 
introduced by Hodel. 

The money raised pays for 
extensive repairs to the statue and 
museums and repairs on Liberty 
and Ellis Islands. The 17 million 
immigrants who passed through 
Ellis Island from 1892 to 1924 in 
the world's largest migration claim 
100 mflfion descendants in a 
country of 240 million. 

The 72-hour birthday party is 
largely self-financing from foe sale 
of tickets and television rights to 
the ABC network for $10 million. 

The statue has been extensively 
repaired by 800 US. and French 
craftsmen at a cost of $39 million. 

“The lady,” as television 
adverts refer to the statue, has 
been given a nose repair and a new 
torch. The 1 ,800 interior iron bars 
supporting her thin copper skin 
have been painstakingly replaced, 
a few at a time.

ties and torches. 

The organisers were offered the 
chance of having coffins with the 
Statue of Liberty logo on them for 
people who died in the centennial 
year, and toilet seats with covers 
emblazoned with the statue’s face. 
They refused. 

“People who make whips and 
chains wanted to use our official 
logo, as did a pom magazine 
publisher who wanted to do a 
pictorial on love in America. We 
said no,” a spokeswoman said.

Portugal’s federation bars 
eight from national squad

LISBON (R) — Eight players from Portugal’s 
World Cup soccer squad Wednesday barred for life 
from the national team and labelled arrogant for 
their part in a bitter dispate over pay which 
overshadowed the squad’s World Cup performance. 


PortugaTs football federation 
announced the ban early 
Wednesday after an all-night 
meeting discussing the Mexico 
protest by the players in which 
they refused to pay a practice 
match days before the World Cup 
Finals began- 

A' federation statement, 
criticising the role of captain 
Manuel Bento in the dispute, also 
attacked what it called the 
“arrogance, shamelessness and 
indisciplme ,, of the players. 

The banned players are 
goalkeeper Bento, midfielder 
Carlos Manuel, Jaime Pacheco 
and Antonio Andre, defenders 
Joao Pinto, Luis Sobrinho and 
Jose Antonio and striker 
Diamantmo. 

In addition, the federation said 
payment of all prize money for the 
squad’s Workl Cup appearance 
was being suspended until the 
results of a further disciplinary 
inquiry into the behaviour of all of 
the 22-strong Portuguese squad in 
Mexico were known. 

This could mean additional 
suspensions or fines.

Suspects in Heysel tragedy face extradition 

BRUSSELS, Bel gium (AP) —Belgium formally asked Britain on 
Wednesday to extradite 26 people to face criminal charges related 
to the 1985 Heysel Stadium riots in which 39 soccer fans died. 
“The required (extradition) documents were sent from Ok 
B elgian Embassy in London to the Home Office today,*’ said 
Justice Ministry spokesman Francois Burstin. He could not say 
when he expected the first of the 26 people to arrive in Belgium. 
“That depends on die British, courts," he said. Is an effort to 
stamp out soccer violence, British officials have said drey would 
look favourably on requests for extradition of those implicated in 
the Heysel Stadium riots of May 29, 1985. The British fans would 
face charges of assault and battery and involuntary manslaughter. 
If convicted, they could face prison sentences of up to 15 years.

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Soviet parly lays out measures 
to improve quality of goods, work 


19 countries to launch 
$4.5m olive campaign 


MOSCOW (R) - 'Em Soviet 
Co mnranist Party Wednesday laid 
oat. meas ur e s (So improve the 
quality of goods with rewards for 
successful tactories and penalties 
for slipshod work. . 

A resolution by. the party's 
central committee and 
government council of ministers 
abo called for technical colleges to 
play a greater role in training 
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Factories maintaining a 
consistently high level of 
production will receive prizes and' 
rewards of up to 20,000 roubles 
($28,000). 

The resolution, published by 
the party newspaper Fravda, said 
workers committing “gross 
violations of technical discipline" 
would have fodr grade lowered, 
for three months. 

* “The only criteria for judging 
the labour of workers in 
(tedmologkal) services must be 
the quality of the goods 
produced,” it said. A new 
inspection body with greater 
powers would come into effect 
next year. : 

Soviet leader, Mr. Mikhail 
Gorbachev, in a bid to revitalise 
the economy, has stressed the 
need to improve produdvity and 
die quality of goods to increase 
Soviet competitiveness on the 
world market and to be less 
dependent on Western 
technology. 

The resolution also stipulated 
that economic bosses be punched 
more severely for falsifying 
production figures and said 


everyone, from factory director to 
labourer, would be responsible for 
under-performance. 

. Decree outlaws some 
private work 

On Tuesday, a new Soviet 
(i wj M * outlawing some forms of 
private work took effect and 
offendera face fines or prison 
sentences. 

The decree, part of a Kre mlin 
crackdown on corruption, 
prescribes hardier penalties for 
bribe-taking, embezzlement and 
extortion by officials, for 
unauthorised use of state 
equipment for private gain and 
other criminal activities. 

. It also targets profit from 
“individual activities” but does 
not specify what sort of work wiO 
be affected, raising questions 
about the range of the new 
measures. 

The authorities have previously 
tolerated various forms of 
individual work, such as home and 
appliance repair, and Mr. 
Goibachev has hinted some forms 
of independent work oouid be 
legalised under his economic 
'reform plans. 

But some Communist Party 
stalwarts oppose any opening to 
private work, and Western 
diplomats believe Mr. Yegor 
Ligachev, ideology chief and 
effective Kremlin number two, is 
among them.

Bank of Baroda closes branch in UAE 

ABU DHABI (R) — The Bombay-based Bank of Baroda,. 
differing from shrinking business in foe United Arab Emirates 

J UAE), will close its branch in the emirate of Umm A1 Quwein on 
uly 17, bank officials said Wednesday. They tokl Reuters net 
profit of the bank’s eight branches in foe UAE of 4.77 million 
dirhams ($1.29 million) in 1984 and 1.55 million dirhams 
($421,000) in 1985 were wiped out by provisions for bad loans. 
The UAE central bank has ordered commercial banks in foe 
emirates to make special provisions for bad and doubtful loans of 
more than two billion dir ham* ($450 million). Bank of Baroda 
mainly offers services to Indian expatriates, estimated to number 
350.000 in foe UAE. It also has two branches each in Abu Dhabi 
<md Dubai and one «»di in Sharjah, Ras AI Khaimah and 
Fujairah. 

Aquino exempts expatriates from tax 

MANILA (R) —Filipinos working abroad will no longer have to 
pay a 300 peso ($15) travel tax, foe presidential palace said 
Wednesday. It said President Corazou Aquino signed an order 
Tuesday exempting Filipinos with approved employment 
contracts certified by foe labour ministry. “Considering foe 
contribution of these workers to the economic development of the 
country, it is only proper and just that foe government ease them 
of the said additional financial burden,” Mrs. Aquino said. The 
palace said about two million Filipinos work overseas, many in the 
Middle East. It did not say how much foe government would lose 
in revenue but overseas workers repatriated $687.2 million last 
year.

Indonesia denies bank fears 


JAKARTA (R) — Indonesia 
denied Wednesday that its third 
largest private bank faced serious 
fmanrial problems. 

• Commenting on a foreign press 
report that Pan Indonesia Bank 
had run into financial trouble, Mr. 
Syahrfl Sabirin, a central hank 
executive, said Pan Indonesia had 
been asked to improve its 
management procedures. 

“But financially, the bank is still 
sound," he told Reuters. 

The report appeared as the 
association of private banks, 
Perbanas, reported that the 
profitability of Indonesian banks 
fell last year because of a general 
business slump. 

The combined profit of seven 
state banks, with 76 per cent of 
country's banking assets, fell 35 
per cent In 1985. 

Bank of America reported a big 
loss and seven other foreign banks 
saw profits fall last year. Only 
three foreign banks made higher 


profits in 1985, the association 
said. 

The Hong Kong-based Asian 
Wall Street Journal said on 
Monday Pan Indonesia was 
suffering because of unso und loan 
practices leading to a large 
number of doubtful and bad loans. 

It quoted hanking soources as 
saying foe bank had given foe 
lowest rating by foe central bank, 
losing access to some special credit 
and discounting facilities.

The 500, 000-strocg Congress 
of South African Trade Unions 
(COSATU) delivered a statement 
to Reuters Tuesday night saying 


only that "demands have been 
formulated and a legitimate plan 
of action has been proposed." 

Details still had to be ratified 
among the rank-and-file and 
communicated to employers, it 
said. 

The union sources said the 
meeting, whose venue was kept a 
closely-guarded secret after 
widespread detentions of black 
unionists, voted for action lasting 
24 hours, probably on July 14. 
The action might result in many 
workers not reporting for duty, 
they said.

COSATU met as Johannesburg 
was rocked by its third bomb blast' 
since the emergency was declared 
20 days ago.

The Soviet 
News agency, on its Russian and 
English language wires. 

Moscow News is published by 
the Novosti Press Agency in six 
languages primarily for foreign 
readers.

7 killed in Sri Lankan gunboat attack 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) - 
Seven fishermen were trilled and 
13 others were injured when a Sri 
fjmfcan Navy gunboat opened fire 
an three fishing boats off the 
northern coast, police said 
Wednesday. 

The attack Tuesday off the 
coast of Mannar, 130 kilometres 
north of Colombo, followed a ban 
on fishing in the area. The ban was 
intended to make it more difficult 
for Tamils to travel between Sri 


Lanka and India. 

There have been several reports 
of the Sri Lankan Navy attacking 
boats offshore in recent weeks. 

Last week, the bullet-riddled 
bodies of 26 Tamil refugees were 
discovered near Mannar, 
including 15 found in a fishing 
boat adrift offshore and 1 1 other 
washed up on beaches south of the 
city. It could not be determined if 
the victims were all from the boat 
found adrift or from several craft. 


The 13 injured people were 
being treated for gunshot wounds 
at Mannar Hospital, according to 
a police official who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. He said 
all the victims were Muslim. 

The government’s official Joint 
Operations Command Post in 
Colombo on Tuesday announced 
the naval attack and reported the 
injuries. A command spokesman 
Wednesday confirmed the police 
report of seven deaths. 


The story on the interview 
skirted political references and 
described Molotov as a man who 
spends his time reading, walking 
in the woods and visiting with his 
children, grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren.

and said New Zealand’s proposal 
that it would keep secret any 
refusal of a ship visit would lead to 
“an unacceptable dilemma ” 
“Our allies, many of whom 
share your nuclear phobia to one 
degree or another, plus many

The statement was issued in 
question and answer form 
reflecting issues raised by 
journalists, the embassy said.

world role. 

"Are we content to allow others 
to dominate both world and 
European affairs? We give this 
impression from time to time, not 
least to the Americans,” Von 
Weizsaecker told a packed 
audience of British political 
leaders and members of 
parliament. 

“Is it not in our power to prove 
that this is utterly wrong?" he 
asked, recalling that the 
Americans had urged the 
Europeans to use their weight and 
act in cohesion. 

Dr. Von Weizsaecker, on the 
second day of a four-day state visit 
to Britain which is breaking new 
ground in post-war 
Anglo-German friendship, was

Living up to his conviction that 
the Germans must keep alive 
memories of the Nazi past. Dr. 
Von Weizsaecker recalled the 
victims of the wars between 
Britain and Germany and the 
German bombs that destroyed the 
House of Commons chamber on 
May 10, 1941. 


The 1914-18 and 1939-45 wars 
left more than seven million dead 
in Germany and Britain. 

“We have not forgotten the 
lessons of the past. On this 
occasion today I am moved by the 
memory of those who suffered, 
here and in our country,” the 
66-year-old president said. 

“Forty-five years ago, parrs of 
this venerable building too were 
destroyed by bombs.” he added. 

“But freedom was stronger than 
tyranny. What would have 
become of Europe if the people of 
this country had not put up such 
courageous resistance part of the 
time standing all alone? 

“What would the consequences 
have been if they had not found 
the strength to protect their way of 
life and to keep alive the hopes of 
ail the nations of Europe for a 
better future in freedom?" 

Britain, he said, had no need to 
show proof of its commitment to 
Europe and its basic values, Dr. 
Von Weizsaecker said. 

The main thrust of his speech 
was directed at urging Europe to 
develop its full potential and find 
the right balance in its relations 
with the United States which he 
implicitly criticised for the failure 
in May of the European security 
conference in Berne on human 
contacts. 

The Berne meeting ended 
without agreement when the 
United States refused ro accept a 
final document which it said was 
too weak.

NEW DELHI - Punjab Chief 
Minister Suxjit Singh Barnala was 
praised Wednesday by Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi for his 
courage in battling Sikh extremists 
but criticised by a senior Gandhi 
aide for his “baity.” 

Mr. Gandhi told a meeting in 
the eastern city of Calcutta that 
Mr. Barnala had shown 
“ tremendous guts” in tackling the 
extremists as well as serious rat in 
his moderate Sikh Akali Dal 
Party. 

“I do not think there are many 
chief ministers either in the 
(government) or the opposition 
who have shown the type of guts 
Mr. Barnala has shown in a very 
difficult situation Mr. Gandhi 
was q uoted by the Press Trust of 
India (PTI) as saying. 

But Aijun Singh, vice-president 
of Mr. Gandhfs Congress (I) 
Party, said in an interview with 
India Today magazine that despite 
support from Mr. Gandhi and 
opposition groups, Mr. 
had failed to deal firmly with the 
deepening crisis in Punjab. 

Atleast 340 people have died in 
the state over the past four months 
in violence sparked by the 
extremist campaign for an 
independent Sikh nation called 
Khalistao. 

“The laxity ... by the state 
government mere in identifying 


and dealing with the extremist and 
terrorist elements was the first 
mishap,” Mr. Singh said. 

Mr. Singh was governor of 
Punjab between March and 
November last year and played a 
key role in a peace accord Mr. 
Gandhi signed with the Akafi Dai 
in a bid to end four years of 
bloodshed. 

The accord has foundered over 
the rising violence and a stalemate 
holding up a land swap between 
Punjab state, which has a Sikh 
majority, and its 
Hindu-dominated neighbour.
